ghe Dakota Member Announces Thateu Enemy was 
in Camp—Hard Words Between the Accuser 

‘ and Aceused— Trouble Brewing Between 
Congressmen Foran and O'Neill. 


WasHtncton, April 19.—[Special.]—The 
meeting of the democratic congressional cam- 
paign committee tonight was enlivened by an 
event which was not on the programme, 
There was a fall attendance. Ju-+ as the com- 
mittee was about to -proceed to business the 
member of the national democratic committee 
or Dakota entered the room. He said he had 
come to perform an act of justice to the com- 
mittee and to the democratic party. 

“There is one man in this room and on this 
committee,” he continued, “who is not a dem- 
ccrat, and I have come here to expose and de- 
pounce him.” | 

These words, delivered with great emphasis, 
fell like a bomb, and every member of the 
ccmmittee began to look suspiciously about 
him in the effort to discover the disguised en- 
emy. They were not left long in suspense, for 

e Dakota visiter said: 

“Il refer to the man who sits here for Dakota.” 

Mr. S, A. Johnson, who had been chosen to 
repreSent that territory, leaped to his feet and 

said exeitedly: 

“That is false.” 

“Oh, no: it is true, and you know it is true,” 
continued his accuser, ‘‘I charge to your face 
that you are no democrat. You were a men- 
ber of the convention which nominated Gifford, 
the present republican delegate from Dakota. 
You voted for him in theconvention and at 
the election. What are you doing here among 
democrats?” 

Johnson arose and asked the committee to 
hear him patiently. He confessed that he was 
2 member of the convention which nominated 
Gifford and had supported him, but he said 
there was no political issue in that campaign, 
the only question involved beinga division 
or the integrity of the territory. 

After this statement, Johnson fired up and 


turned on his accuser with a fierce invective, 


using very emphatic and not very elegant lan- 
guage. Thotwo Dakota men glared at each 
other and seemed ready to test their muscle as 
well as their democracy. Order was finally 
restored and a committee was appointed to in- 
vestigate the charge against Johnson. 

AN EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE APPOINTED, 

An executive committee of nine wasselected. 
This committee will have headquarters in 
Washington, and take general supervision of 
the congressional campaign. The tone of the 
members tonight in loose discussion of the out- 
look for next November was very hopeful. 
They agreed that proper management would 
insure the next house to the democrats, 

ANOTHER ROW IN PROSPECT, 

Trouble is brewing between Congressman 
Foran, of Ohio, and O'Neill, of Missouri. 
Both were aspirants for the chairmanship of 
the committee on labor and they have not 
spoken to each other since the position was 
given to O'Neill. Foran opposed O'Neill’s 

“Sabor bill and shortly after its passage by the 
house it was reported that Foran had said that 
the labor troubles could only be settled in 
blood. When he heard that this remark had 
been attributed to him he denounced it as an 
infamous slander and began to trace it up. It is 
saidthat he has become convinced that it em- 
anated from O’Neill. He intended to rise toa 
question of personal privilege when the house 
met this morning, and to deliver himself on 
thissubject. He did not do so because O’ Neill 
was not present, having lef for St. Louis 
yesterday. When O’Neill returns Foran may 
fire at hima personal explanation of a lively 
character. 

The refusal 6f the house to set a day for the 
consideration of the Hennepin canal bill was 
the death stroke to that scheme for this con- 
gress at least. The Georgia delegation voted 
solid against granting the day.

A Dull Day in the Senate—The Workingmen 
and Mr. Gladstone. 
WASHINGTON, April 19.—After the routine 
morning business, the senate at 12:40, on mo- 
tion of Mr Fry, went into executive session. 
In the course of the early proceedings the 
chair laid before the senate a memorial con- 


isting of resolutions of the united labor 
Heagne of America, tendering the thanks

ted States senate to passa vote of thanks to 
him. Referred. 

_ At their own request the*ollowing named 
senators were cxcused from service on the 
committees indicated: Messrs. Harris, frem 
fisheries; Payne. from pensions; George, from 
privileges and elections, and territories; Eustis, 
from railroads; Walthall, from manufactures;

Senator Hoar today reported back from the 
judiciary-committee, with few verbal amend- 
ments, the bill introduced by him to provide 
foracourt of national inquest. It provides in 
brief that whenever three citizens of a state 
petition under oath, setting forth that any 
person has been killed, seriously injured in 
person or property, or threatened because of 

litical opinions or with a view to prevent a 
ee expression of opinion in regard to matters 
affecting the general welfare of the United 
States, it shall be the duty of the circuit judge 
to hold an inquest into the circumstances and 
report the evidence and his conclusions to the 
president, to be laid before congress. 

The senate went into executive session for 
about three hours and a half, considering the 
Weil and La Abra Mexican treaty, and ad- 
journed with the understanding that a vote 
shall be taken tomorrow.

It 
directs the postmaster general, before the first 
of July, 1886, and every five years thereafter, 
to enter into contract with the lowest respons- 
ible bidder at a rate not exceeding fifty cents 
per mile on outward trip, of actual nantical 
miles traveled between terminal points for 
the transportation of mails for the United 
States between any port of the United States 
and portsofthe Pacificand South Atlantic 
oceans, the guif of Mexico and 
Caribbean sea. Ships with which such 
contracts shall be made _ shail _ bo 
of Amé€rican register and manned by Ameri- 
can crews, and all vesse!s so engaged shall in 
time of war be‘subject to purchase a charter 
by the United States at reasonable rates. The 
president isauthorized toenter into treaty 
negotiations with the governments of the 
several countries of Central and South A meri- 
ca, Asia and the islands ofthe Pacific for the 
concerted support of such ‘steamship mail 
. facilities as may be established. 

On motion of Mr. Negley, of Pennsylvania, 
from the committeeon military attairs, the 
rules were suspended and the bill was passed 
toreimburse the national home for disabled 
volunteers for losses incurred through the 
failure of the Exchange national bank of 
Norfolk, Va. 

Mr. Herbert, of Alabama, from the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, moved to suspend the 
rnles ard adopt a resolution making the bill 
to increase the naval establishment the con- 
tinuing special order from Thursday, 22d 
April, until Tuesday, the 27th of April, on 
which latter day the previous question shall 
be considered as ordered. It excepts, how- 
ever, appropriation bills, prior special orders, 
public lands bills and private bilis on Friday, 
which sball not be antagonized. 

Mr. Herbert appealed for the considera- 
tion by the house of the great question 
invelyed in the resolution. Ourcitiesby the 
sea were absolutely at the mercy of any 
foreign power. Brazil could successfully bom- 
bard apy city on the Atlantic coast, while 
Chili could successfully bombard San 
Francisco. Both parties were committed to an 
increase ofthe naval establishment, and on no 
preteuse should the bill be allowed to fail. 

Mr. Morrison opposed the resolution on the 
ground that as the bill would be crowded out 
by excepied measures until the 29th, the 
house would bé called upon to vote on a meas- 
ure which involved the expenditure of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Mr. Holman objected to the naval estab- 
lishment bill because it would displace meas- 
ules of greater public interest—the land for- 
feiture bills. : 

Mr. Hewitt, of New York, said thatin re- 
fusing to give aday for the consideration of 
the naval establishment bill, the house would 
be trifling with a grave andimportant ques- 
tion. The country was lamentably deficient 
in means of defense, and it was a grave ques- 
tion today in negotiations with foreign coun- 
tries whetherthe United States could take 
stand on public questions which the interest 
and dignity of a great country demanded. 

The motion to suspend the rules and adopt 
the resolution was lost—119 to 104, not two- 
thirds voting in the affirmative. 

On motion of Mr. Dockrey, of the committee 
on postoffices and postroads, the rules were 
suspended and the bill passed to extend the 
immediate delivery service. It provides for 
this service within the carrier delivery limit 
of any free delivery office and within one mile 
of any other pestoilice which the postmaster- 
general way designate. 

A wotion to make the Hennepin canal bill 
the special order for May 6th was lost—-112 to 
103—not the necessary two-thirds aflirmative. 

Mr. Dibble, of South Carolina, from the com- 
mittee on public buildings and grounds, moved 
tosuspend the rules and adopta resolution 
setting apart the sixth of May and succeeding 
days for the consideration of public building 
measures. 

Mr. Dibble explained that these measures 
involved an expenditure of about four millions. 

Mr. Blount, of Georgia, earnestly opposed the 
resolution, because itset apart an unlimited 
time to the consideration of an unlimited num- 
ber of bills. It wasthe inauguration of a march 
on the treasury, such as no congress had ever 
tolerated before. 

Mr. Dibble inquired whether the gentleman 
had not supported a proposition as broad as the 
pending one at the last session of congress. 

Mr. Blount replied that there had been no 
such proposition presented. The proposition 
then had been to fix one day for the censider- 
ation of bills, while the proposition ay was 
that public business should be suspgnded to 
allow congress to goon appropriating for any 
public building that anybody wanted. — 

Mr. Dibble said thatthe gentleman misap- 
preherded the character of the resolution 
acopted at last congress. He quoted from the 
Record to show that that resolution made 
public building bills aspecial order, and re- 
marked: “The question was taken by yeas 
and nays, and (sarcastically) by some acci- 
dent, Isuppose, the name of the gentleman 
from Georgia (Mr. Blount) is recorded in the 
affirmative. [Laughter.] 

Mr. McMillen, of Tennessee, declared that 
oply three or four bills had passed the house 
by virtue of that resolution, and that then the 
order had broken down under the Weight of its 
own rottenness. 

Mr. Dibble replied that the order had broken 
down because a smail minority of the house 
had filibustered against its execution. He as- 
serted that it would be in the interest of pub- 
lie business to have the resolution adopted, as 
it would prevent a recurrence of the practice 
of passirg public building measures during the 
expiring hours of congress, whether recom- 
mended by the committee or not. Was the 
house afraid of itself? Were the gentlemen 
afraid that the house would run away with 
the treasury on its back? 
| Mr. Blount pointed out that the resolution 

for which he had voted during the last con- 
gress was not similar to the one now under 
consideration. The tormer had had refer- 
ence to bills then in committee of the whole 
or on the speaker’s table, while the latter re- 
ferred to any bill the committee might report 
in the future. 

The motion to suspend the rules and 
adopt the resolution was lost—yeas 143, nays 
78—not two-thirds voting in the .aftirmative. 
The house then adjourned, 


GETTING DOWN TO, WORK. 


Republicans and Demecrats Come to an Un- 
derstanding. 

WASHINGTON, April 19.—Several republican 
senators having in charge certain leading meas- 
ures of legislation have recently been in econ- 
sultation with members of the repablican cau- 
cus committee with a view to putting an end 
to the clash of competing interests and the 
consequent loss of time which has been the 
feature of the proceedings.of the last two or 
three weeks. An understanding of a some- 
what indefinite and preliminary nature has 
been reached, which will, it is believed, secure 
harmony and dispatch for the present. It is 
proposed to continue work upon the 
foreign relations committee’s business in 
secret session until it is disposed of, and 
then to take up uuobjected private ponsion 
bills in the morning hour and the interstate 
committee bill aftertwo o’clock. The general 
pension bill and bankruptcy bill are next in 


order. 
While this programme is liable to change, 
it is proposed that whenever one of the meas- 
ures named shall be taken up discussion upon 
it shall proceed until itis acted upon. Itis 
agreed by both the friends and foes of the res- 
- olution for open executive sessions that meas— 
| ure shall have its day in court so soon as the 
2 — orders already made shall be disposed 
of.

GARLAND ON THE STAND. 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL T&STI- 


FIES AS TO HIS STOCK. 


The Pan-BEleetric Telephone Investigaticn—Mr. 
Garland’s, Experience. With? Poker and 
Law—He Denies Ever Having Given an 
Opinion as to Validity of the Patents, 


WASHINGTON, April 19.—It was nearly three- 
quarters of an hour after the regular hour of 
meeting when the attorney general appeared 
before the telephone investigating committee, 
looking pale and rather feeble. With a courte- 
ous salute to the committee, he immediately 
took the stand and, on invitation of the chair- 
man, began to make a statement of his con- 
nection with the Pan-Electric company. He 
wished, he said, to lay before the committee 
and reaflirm the watter contained in his state- 
ment to the president on October Sth hast. In 
addition, he wished to explain two or three 
points of that statement. 

In February, 1583, General Atkins had said 


to the witness that he believed the Rogers in- : 


ventions were of great utility if ,properly han- 
died, and that money conld be made out of 
them. Being a poor man like himself, General 
Atkins had desired witness to enter into this 
undeitaking. 

“I told him,” said the witness, “that I had 
never undertaken to make any money except 
by law and _ poker. ] had = always 
lost at poker and _ generally won at 
law. I was willing to go into this if he thought 
it offered any inducements,” 

Continuing, the witness said that Senator 
Harris made substantially the same statements 
about the inventors, and twoor three days 
afterwards witness had been introduced to Dr. 

togersand hisson attheir home. He briefly 

told of their organization of the Pan-Electric 
company, 2s Getailed by Senator Harris and 
other witnesses, and then turned his attention 
to the application made to him to bring suit 
against the Bell company. It wasan infer- 
ence, and not afact, that the Pan-Electric 
company had made application. The infer- 
ence was founded en two rcasons—first that 
Young came with the other gentlemen in the 
latter part of July, and witness knew 
him to be the secretary and treasurer of the 
Pan-Electric; and, second, because witness 
had on May 25th received a letter from Dr. 
Rogers, requesting suit to be brought as a 
stock holder of that company. Coupling these 
facts together, witness toek it for granted that 
the Pan-Electric made application. It was 
simply an inference, and no name had been 
mentioned. 

Witness bad treated Dr. Rogers’s letter as 
personal,and he knew Rogers had no authori- 
ty to make application; that such an applica- 
tion must come from the president of the 
company. Therefore, the letter had remained 
uvavswered, and as a persoual paper, had not 
been filed. 

In July Van Benthuysen had presented his 
application for suit, basing it ona law which 
he said had been passed at the last session of 
congress. 

Witness had heard of the law before that 
and had some search made, but could not find 
the act. The application, however, was so 
well written and apparently set out the. pas- 
sage of the bill so positively that witness felt 
that there must be some mistake and that the 
bill had become Jaw. The application had 
been referred by witness to the interior de- 
partment where it should have. gone in the 
first instance, and witness had heard no more 
of it until it had been returned last January 
with other papers. 

Afterreceiving Van Benthuysen’s letter, 
witvess had set to work to examine into the 
matter, for though he had no intimation to 
that effect, he was satisfied other applications 
would be made. Looking over authorities 
he bad concluded that he could not order the 
suit, and when the gentlemen come, (Van 
Benthuysen, Young and others) he had de- 
termined that he would not touch it ata}l under 
any circumstances, When witness was still in 
senate, Senator Platt had come to him one day 
with a bill to authorize the government suits, 
and had asked bis opinion of it. Witness had 
looked it over and said he regarded it as un- 
necessary; that it would dono good. That 
was all he ever said or heard of the bill until 
it had been brought to his attention through 
application. In theearly part of the fall, a 
Mr. Humpbreys, ofj the Globe telephone com- 
pany had called upon him at the department 
about the application. 

“IT theught he was going to jump over on 
me,’ said the witness. Mr. Humphreys had 
insisted that the witness order suit, and had 
said it was very curious that because wit- 
ness was in another company that his, 
{Humphrey’s] rights should be disregarded. 

“He got mad because I wouli not do any- 
thipg about it, and we parted not with mutu- 
al respect and admiration at all.” 

Witness denied that he had ever given an 
opinion about the validity of the Bell patent, 
as had been ascribed to him. The opinioa he 
had given, and the only opinion, was tothe 
effect that the Pan-Electric inventions were 
uot infringements; that they were improve- 
ments on telephones that were differently 
patentable—a well recoguized principle. While 
a stockholder he had been very dereiict in at- 
tending meetings for the rea- 
sous that the place of meeting was 
inconveniently situated and that they were 
held at night wheu the witness rarely went 
out of his house. Although witness was at- 
torney for the company, yet Young and Seua- 
tor Harris usvally drew up the legal pipers, 
and when they were referred to him, witness 
madesuch alterationsas seemed to be necessary. 
Those papers bad been submitted to witness 
in the sewaie judiciary room, but if was a mis- 
take to say that any board meetings had been 
Witness was satisfied that 
he had never attended a meeting of the com- 
pany since the Jast presidential election. 

Turning his attention to the orderiag ofthe 
Memphis suit, witness said he had arranged 
to leave Washington on August 27th, and 
spend the entire month of Septemberin Ar- 
kaneas. Mr. Goode bad returned about the 
middle of Angust, but witness had said noth- 
ing to him about the application. Hesupposed 
the gentlemen who made the application 
would find their remedy if they supposed 
they had one. When witness had come back 
to Little Rock, he received ai dispatch 
from the New Orleans Times-Democrat, 
saying that his admiring newspaper friends 
were complimenting him in ordering the 
suit against the Bell company. He replied he 
bad nut ordered any such snit. He had re- 
turned to Washington about October 1, and 
when he called at the white‘house the presi- 
dent told him the papers were speaking of 
the case, Whereupon he made an explanation 
of what been published. 
Witness had never opened his mouth to 
Gocde about it, beeause, as solicitor, Goode 
under the statute was perfectly free and inde- 
pendent. He had never, to this day, spoken to 
Gocde about the first suit or one alleged to be 
pending. Goode had spoken something about 
coursel and the practice of government in 
dealing with counsel. He did not know whet 
was in the bill; bad never seen the 
papers on waich the suit was predicated 
and Lad never talked with Secretary Lamar 
or the gentleman who had sat with him. . He 
had even Ccechined to talk with the president 
about the suit. One of the gentlemen in Mr. 
Lamar’s department, Zach Montgomery, an 
old eollege friend, and appointed at his solici- 
tation, had declined to sitin the ease because 
of his friendship and eld acquaintance with 
witness. He had seen some notice now and 
then “about Garland being the recipient of a 
block of stock as a gift.” Ofcourse there had 
been no giftaboutit. Asto the question of 
propriety, there was nO more impropriety in 
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his position than in the case of gentlemen 
holding railroad stock sitting in congress, or 
congresmen going over to the supreme court 
to practice for money. It was 
legitimate business, and witpess had 
never dreamed of any legislation being asked. 
His only regret wasthat it “had not panned 
cut better.” Ifany disputes had come up in 
congress connected with the ,company, he 
should not have voted on it. He had recom- 
mended the Rogerses to Cox and Hewitt be- 
cause he regarded them as very competent 
men Im their line. He had talked with 
Architect Clarke about the Harris-Rogers ap- 
plieation for appointment as house electrican 
and about putting in the Rogers’s telephone, 
but after consultation with Mr. Edmunds, 
Clarke had refused to make the appointment. 

The ehairman inquired if witness regarded 
the stock as a gift. 

He replied in the negative, Five or six 
peisens Organized the company,and made as- 
s: ssments, the first move being to give note for 
$1,000, which was followed by an assessment 
of $00 or $100 each. He did not regard the 
inventiens as having apy marketable value. 
The company was to establish their utility 
and put them on the market. 

Chairman EBoyle—Did you contemplate 
using your official position for the advantage 
of the enterprise? 

Witness—Not atall. If Ihad been a pri- 
vate citizen I ,could have done mach 
better than when in office... He added that he 
had no more idca of usifg official influence 
than of jamping into the Potomac river with a 
mili rock around his neck. They had 
never tried to boom the business and scatter 
the stock on the country, at least he never 
heard of it. 

“Mr. Hall inquired of witness the under 
standing of the reason for referring the appli- 
cations to the interior department. 

He replied that it was simply for informa- 
tion and such suggestions as they might see 
proper in the premises. It was advisory, of 
course. 

In the course of a eross-examination by Mr. 
ianney, Ranney asked why the witness, feel- 
ing thatthe party had a right to be heard, 
that they should not be deprived of that right, 
and the duty devolving on the solicitor-gen- 
eral, had not referred them to the solicitor- 


general. 

Witness answered that he did not 
want to be concerned in the matter at all, 
After he had examined it, he had concluded 
that it would be better for him not to suggest 
where the applicants should go. Certainly, 
the gentlemen looked mad when he had re- 
fused to touch the inatter. 

Continuing, he said, Young did not open his 
mouth after introducing the gentlemen. It 
was due to all sides that he should state the 
fact, that after he had declined to take any 
action in the matter, a number of prominent 
Jegal gentlemen had written to him insisting 
that notwithstanding his connection with the 
Pan-Electric it was his duty to bring suit. 

Mr. Ranney objected to the statement. He 
Gid not care to go into what people had 
written, 

Witness remarked that he was simply try- 
ing to show his position at the time. 

Mr. Ranney wisbed to know if witness had 
felt tbat it would be improper to tell appli- 
cants that he was disabled, and refer them to 
the solicito-rgeneral. : 

“It would not have been imprcper,” re- 
sponded the witness; “but it wasa question 
of delicacy with me.” 

Ranney— Don’t you think you were a little 
over sensitive? 

Witness—No, sir; with me it was a case like 
that of Larenzo Dows’s man: ‘You will be 
dsmned if you do, and you will be damned if 
you don’t.” [Laughter. } 

Mr. Ranney inguitred if it had oceurred to 
Witnes as a reason for not telling Goode of the 
receipt of the application that if he told 
him of his action that 
Goode might feel bound to 
rejieci it; while if he said nothing Goode would 
act on it as an Oliginal application and grant 
the request. 

Witness responded firmly in the negative. 

Mr. Oatis asked the witness—‘Since you 
have been attorney-gencral have you done 
any act or thing directly or indirectly to en- 
hance the interests of the Pan-Electric Com- 
pany?” 

Witness—I cannot call to mind any thought, 
ection or word of mine that is calculated to 
increase the value of that stockin any way. 
I bave not been at a meetingand have had no 
confcrence with gentlemen connected with it.

The New 


Six Feet of Water in Some of the Streets--The 
Damage. 

MONTREAL, April 19.—About 12 o’elock Sat- 
urday night the river again rose suddenly and 
continued rising. The greater part of the 
business district was under water. Ihe whole 
west end below St. Antoine, was also flooded. 
The walls of Molson’s rolling mill have given 
way. Victoria square and parts of Craig and 
Juror streets,together with intersecting streets, 
are under water. The whole country on the 
south asfar as St. Jehns, is flooded and 
all communication stepped. The flooded dis- 
trict, is mostly in darkness, the water having 
entered the gas pipes and the electric works 
being flooded. Ice bolds firm from Tochelaga 
to Boucherville. The English newspaper 
offices are flooded and the papers will have to 
publish in-the French offices. At a late hour a 
carespondent visited parts of the flooded dis- 
tricts. In order to get to the western portion of 
the city he had to makea Jong detour, all the 
low Isimg streets being covered by water. In 
come places the water rose so rapidly that the 
people bad no time to prepare for it and had 
to take refuge in upper stories, where many 
are without fire and fuel, and as yet with no 
prospect of reliefin the shape of provisions. 
In some of the streets the 
water is six feet deep. The 
merchants say the lesses will amount to 
millions of dollars. This is the worst flood 
that ever visited Montreal. The nuns on St. 
James island, opposite the city, are obliged to 
take refuge in the attic of the building. The 
bicekade of ice makes access to them impos- 
cible. The island is a resting place for nuns. 
It is situated in a most romantic spot. The 
city of Montreal offered a very large sum for 
it, wishing to purchase it for a park, but tne 
nons refused to sell.

THE “BOBTAIL” STRIKE. 


SEVERAL NEW YORK STREET CAR 
LINES STOPPED. 


The ener Committee Orders a Tie-Up, Which is 
Promptly Obeyed—The Baltimore and Ohio Re- 
sumes Business—The Situation on the 
South western 8ystem—Other Strikes. 


é New York, April 19.—All night last night 


the execntive board of the empire protective 
association was secretly debating the expedien- 
cy of tieing up all the surface roads of the city 
and it was not until after 1 o’clock this morn- 
ing that a determination was reached. An 
order was then prepared and sent to the ofii- 
cials of local assemblies calling out the men 
on all street car lines, save those on the 
Eighth and Ninth avenues. Four o'clock 
this morning was the hour fixed for the tie up 
and the erder was obeyed. The Fourth 
avenue line employes said afterwards to a 
reporter that they had no ground of com- 
plaint against the company. They had five 
or sjX non-union men, but they were with 
the employes and would be iniatiated into 
the union next Saturday night. They were

to ¥ The superintendent of the road said 
he new his men were ontirely satisfied, but 
he had heard there was a belief that the roads 
had combined. There was, he believed, no 
truth in that statement. He had no one to 
consult in this matter,as Mr. Vanderbilt was 
on the ocean, 28S was one of the directors, 
who would be likely to act in such a case. He 
did not care whether his men were members 
of the union crnot, so long as the cars were 
runbing.

The president of the board of police com- 
missioners sent out teday a circular letter to 
the heads of each of the surface and elevated 
railroads of the city, informing them thai the 
police were ready to render them every pro- 
tection while carrying on their business. 

A MOR DEMOLISHES A CAR. 

About 4:20 this evening, the Third avenue 
line started the first of twenty-five cars they 
proposed to run over the line. Inspsctor 
Byrnes and four men were on the platform. 
At Sixty-fourth street af burly fellow rusted 
cutand grasped the horses by the bits and 
drew a knife tocut the reins. He had not ac- 
complished his purpose, when Jaspector Byrnes 
knocked him down, and the car went on. The 
man was left sensoless on the street. The 
next car following was driven by a 
new driver, and when at Fifty-ninth street 
one of the horses fell, crowds of strikers along 
the walks cheered and jeered. The tumult 
grew greater and finally the orowd began 
hurling bricks froma new building on the 
corner. The windows of thecar were smash- 
edand finally the ear demolished. Two of 
ihe officers were hurt. The police then char- 
ged the crowd and seventy persons were se- 
verely clubbed. Eight prisoners were taken 
and in the pockets ef two of them were found 
licenses as drivers of the Fourth Avenue line. 

POINTS OF ARBITRATION. 

This evening counsel for tthe Empire pro- 
tective association submitted to the railroad 
commission, points on which the men asked 
arbitration. They are twenty in number. 
They demand that twelve hours shall consti- 
tute a day’s labor, one hour of which shall be 
given the men for dinner. Conductors and 
drivers are to receive two dollars, and grip 
men on the cable road two dollars and a quare 
ter perday. The remainipg points, up to 16, 
pertain to working details. Number sixteen 
provides: 

Th&t all persons in the employ of the Third Ay- 
enue railroad company om April 15, be re-em- 
ployed at the same employenit they jheld, at the 
rate of compensation hereinbefore set forth, and 
at the hours hereinbefore mentioned.

18, That such employes ofthe road as have by 
their conduct shown themselves to be obnoxious 
and unfitto be in employ of said company, shall 
on due proof ofsaid conduct be forthwith dis- 
charged from the employ of said road. 

19. An agreement embodying the foregoing 
propositions to be signed bythe road and tore- 
main in force np to the first day of January, 1537. 

°0. The st ikes pow pending to be discontinued 
forth with if the arbitration 8 geo to with respect 
to every road except on Third avenue, and with 
thet road if seven men are suspended pending ar- 
bitration. : 

{{After reading the points, counsel said that 
the strike woud be at once deciared off if the 
demands were submitted to arbitration. 

Mr. Lauterback, for the Third Avenue com- 
pany, said that the strike would be declared 
off before the company would consent to sub- 
mit anything to arbitration. Mr. Lauterback 
also said that he would not consent to submit 
to arbitration the matter of the discharge of 
any employe who had remained faith- 
ful to the compauy.

NEWARK, N.J., April 19.—Eight hundred 
emploves of the Domestic sewing machine 
company’s works here, were thrown out of 
empployment today by the shutting down of 
the factety. The moulders made a demand 
on Saturday and again teday forthe restora: 
tion of the old wages, when all were surprised 
to see a notice of suspension. Superintendent 
loavis said that the demand of the men had 
nothing to do with thesuspension, but thatrt 
resulted from carrying heavy stock. He 
thought the suspension would last two weeks. 

THE EIGHT HOUR MOVEMENT. 

CHICAGO, April 19.—The eight hour com- 
mittee of the trade and labor assembly today 
issued the following circular: 

To All Trade and Labor Associations of Chicago 
and Vicinity:—Fellow Workers: The first of May 
has been set apart for the general inauguration, as 
faras possible, of the eight hour system. That 
time is pear at hand, and asthe Trades assembly 
of Chicago isthe most influential representative 
bcdy of organized labor west of New York city, it 
is, thererore, quite natural that the working people 
and public generally, will hold it responsible, 
to a very great extent for the success or failure of 
this movement. There was never a time in the 
nates of this country when there was such 
activity among workers for the betterment of their 
condition. Chicago stands first and foremost im 
this grand and beneficent movement. As we look 
over the field today there seems to be but one 
thing which threatens to defeat the successful in- 
auguration of the eight hour movement: that is 
the exorbitant demand our fellow-workers are 
likely to make on the question of wages. In this 
conrection we wish to call your attention to the 
circular issued by this body on Jannary 14, 1836, to 
menufacturers and employers of labor generally 
in Chicago and vicinity. 

“The workingmen of Chicago are ready to make 
sacrifices in wages in order that more people may 
find employment and forthe general good of the 
whole community. Surely such self-sacrificing 
spirit should meet with a cordial response from the 
employing class.’ 

The above was given outin good faith by our 
eight-hour committee at the time, and we see no 
good reason why itshould not be adhered to now. 
The bricklayers and stonemasons’ union and the 
cigarmakers’ international union, two of the most 
perfect organizationsin this city, have agreed to 
accept a corresponding reduction in wages, 
and we hope that their example will be fol- 
lowed generally, unless there is an absolute 
certainty that the pld staudard of wages 
can be retained without any trouble. When the 
cight hour day has become an actuality, idle work- 
ers re-employed, and the boss looking for more 
hands, the question ofa better pay will be easily 
solved. But we implore you notto limbert 
cart down with issues that are likely to lead to 
strikes, to lockouts, ete, and possibly 
se defeat of the eight hour 
movement. We further advise 
trades that have not yet completed their arrange- 
ments toimmediately elect suitable committees 
with instructions to confer with employers in their 
respective trades, so that the question may be 
solved as near as possible by mutual consent 

Fcllow-workers, victory is assured if you will act 
dcterminedly and judiciously. 

THE BALTIMORE AND OHIO RESU MES, 

CuicaGco, April 19.—The Baltimore. and 
Ohio freight yards resumed their usual ap- 
pearance at7 o’clock this morning. All the 
strikers are at work, the non-union men, of 
whom there are but two in fact, have been 
yut to work elsewhere. It was stated at first 
there were seven non-union men, but five of 
these bad been discharged some time before 
the strike and the other two azeked tobe sent 
away. 

An attempt was madeat 8:50 this a. m., to 
rend outa fright train on the: Lake Shore 
road, when the scenes of Missouri Pacific and 
ast St, Louis strikers were exactly duplicated. 
The train was made ap under guard of police 
and railroad  oflicials, but as g00n 
as it started the strikers swarmed on the train, 
set the brakes, uncoupled the cars and threw 
away the coupling pins. No attempt was 
made to use force by the police to prevent 
these acts and no violence to person was offered 
by the strikers. 

it is stated on goed authority that the Lake 
Shore officials propose to make the present 
‘trike an absolute issue as to their right to re- 
tain non-union men and also afford them ade- 
cuate protection. The failure of the town to

When any one attempted to take out 
papers the bey sodeing was set upon and 
beaten and his papers torn to pieces. Few pa- 
rers are being sold, except at the office. The 
Journal is free from trouble.

Chiltern Hundreds. 

S. L. S., Auburn, Ala.: Please give me the 
origin of the Chiltern hundreds, 

In old times robbers infested the Chiltern hills 
in England and the crown appointed an officer to 
hunt them down, who was Called the steward of 
the Chiltern hundreds. The office began to be 
used about 1750 for another purpose. As members 
of pariiament could not resign unless disqualified 
by accepting an office under the crown or by some 
other cause it became customary fora member

Why the Bills of the Road Due on the 15th Instant 
Were Not Paid at That Time—Progress of the 
Greding—Railroed Engines—The North- 
ern Railroad News,

Colonel B. W. Frobel, engineer-in-chief of 
the Covington and Macon railroad, spent yes- 
terday in the city, returning to Macon by the 
6:50 Central railroad train, in the evening. 

To a CONSTITUTION reporter who met him, 
Colonel Frobel said that his visit was purely 
one of pleasure. | 

“When I come to Atlanta,” he continued, “I 
come to rest and hob nob with friends.” 

“Has the Covington and Macon met its past 
due bills yet?” inquired the reporter. 

“Ob, yes; every bill has been met. The fact 
is, the statements published in some of the pa- 
pers, last week, concerning the road’s failure 
to meet ‘its bills on the 15th, the regular 
monthly pay day, should have been made 
with explanatory clauses. But the officers of 
the road were not approached on the subject, 
and, therefore only an exparte statement 
reached the public.” 

“Why were the bills not met on the 15th?” 

**The road’s bankin New York forwarded 
the money to me at Macon by express, when 
it should have been sent by telegraph. When 
I discovered the errorI at once telegraphed 
the bank and it was soon rectified. The delay 
in meeting the bill was a very short one. As 
an indication of the road’s financial condition 
I may say that on Friday I discovered that I 
would need fifteen thousand dollars more than 
was sent. I telegraphed for the money, and 
in fifteen minutes had a telegraphic order for 


it in my office.” —

If we were to put up such an one as that, it would 
probably stand there and be all your 
people would get: for the next twenty 
years. The concern we put- 
ting up will only have to remain there a little over 
four years untilthe end ofthe lease,. when the 
road goes back to the state again; and it is reason- 
able to suppose that the state or the next compauy 
of lessees, or purchasers, as the case may be, will 
then build a proper depot.

If the state will agree to allow us credit forthe 
amount on our rental, we will build a very hand- 
some depot at Dalton, but we cannot afford to do 
it at our own expense, afler the very large amount 
expended in permanent improvement of the prop- 
erty, forwhich we get no compensation.”’

the Question—What Was Done. 


The convict labor question was agitated 
again during the session of the’, ‘council 
yesterday afternoon, and anti-convict 


party won the fight, 

At the regular meeting of the generafcoun- 
cil in April, Mr. Angier,*of the third ward, 
presented a petition from the Knights of 
Labor asking the general council not to allow 
the use of convict material in any contract for 
public work. Mr. Angier made a strenuous 
fight in behalf of the petitioners, but was 
unable to accomplish more than 

A REFERENCE OF THE PAPER 
to the street committee and.the city attorney. 
During the session yesterday Mr. Mitchell, 
chairman of the street committee, submitted 
the report, which read: 

In view of the ordinance requiring all contracts 
to be let to the lowest responsible bidder new in 
force, your committee recommends the repeal of 
said ordinance, and that the ordinance committee 
prepare an ordinancé embodying the law as eX- 
pressed by the opinion of the city attorney hereto 
attached. 

This report was received with great gratili- 
cation by the anti-convict labor members, as 
they had never been able previously to obtain 
anything like a favorable report upon the pa- 
pers. When the report had been read every 
eye was upon Mr, John B. Goodwin,

to see what his opinion would be. 
win read his opinion. It was: 

On the question of the right of the city to exclude 
from its contract work convict labor and material 
the product of such labor, submit the following: 

In the event of the repeal or amendment of sec- 
tion 28 of ordinances as compiled by George B. 
Forbes and adopted by the mayor and general 
council, the city in the absence of any charter in- 
hibitions would have a large judicial discretion 
which would in my opinion authorize the letting 
of contracts forits work to be paid for entirely, 
from the treasury or to be paid for tinally by prop- 
erty owneis, where the owners had the optionto 
do such workin the first instance to the per- 
son or persons whose bid in the 
judgment of the commissioner 
of public works, and the mayor and general coun- 
cil, is under all the facts and circumstances to the 
best interest of the city. Greater strictness, how- 
ever, would be required in the letting of contracts 
for such work as is to be collected in whole or part 
from property owners in cases where option exists 
in favor of such property owners todo the work 
for themselves. I do not advise the adoption of an 
ordinance providing by its terms for the exclusion 
of convict labor and the product of convict labor 
for the reasons that the rights of the city 
are not altogether the same for the 
two Classes of work to be let, and further that the 
case might arise with reference to the class ol 
work over which the greater control and discre- 
tion exists,where the margin of difference between 
convict Jaborand material and that of free labor 
bids or prices might be so great that the best inter- 
est of the city would be subserved by letting or 
awarding to the former. Of course, the foregoing 
views, if carried out, cannot relate to or in any 
— affect contracts heretofore let and rights vest 
ed.

HOW IT WAS RECEIVED. 

The city attorney’s opinion was about a 
stand off between the two parties. The con- 
vict labor element drew satisfaction from 
that portion of the paper in which the city 
attorney offered his advice, while the other 
element was pleased with the first of the opin- 
ion. 

Mr. Cooper, who has been the leader of the 
anti-convict party, obtained the floor and 
offered a resolution repealing section 28 of the 
revised laws and ordinances, and sub-

All contracts exceeding two hundred dollars to 
be awarded for street improvement, sidewalks, 
curbing, sewers, culverts, bridges, etc., shall be 
advertised for’ by the commissioner of public 
works, from time to time, when directed by the 
committee on streets and sewers, as the case may 
be. Thebids shall be addressed to the commis- 
sioneron public works, who shall transmit said 
bids with his recommendation tothe mayor and 
general council, but no contract or award shall be 
approved by the mayor and general council, 
who shall, in their discretion, 
award any such contract to the person or persons 
whose bid is, in their opinion, to the best interest 
of the city, Provided, that the said advertisement 
for bids shallin all cases contain a reservation of 
the right to reject any or all bids; and provided 
further, thatthe person or persons to whom any 
such contract is awarded shall vive such bond and 
security as the commissioner of public works and 
street committee may require. 

MR. ANGIER GOES FURTHER. 

Mr. Angier obtained the floor and introduced 
an ordinance prohibiting a contract between 
the city and acontractor using convicts or 
convict material. cel 

“‘] move to refer that,” said Mr. Beatie. 

“No, we want the fight now,” said Mr. An- 
gier. 

“T think,” said Mr. Middlebrooks, “‘that we 
gO far enough when we repeal the ordinance 
about awarding to the lowest bidder and I am 
willing to go that far, but I don’t think Mr. 
Angier is right in his resolution. -If we adopt 
Mr. Cooper’s resolution, and a bid, where con- 
victs are used, comes in, we can act.” 

“T am really sorry,” said Mr. Beatie, ‘ that 
this question is here again. I am sorry that 
we have any such athing as 

A CONVICT IN THE WORLD, 

but we have, and as long as we have them we 
must take care of them, and for one, I am 
willing for them to make a living. Half of 
this convict talk, anyhow, is sentiment. Why, 
look at the ladies in the country who carry 
bouquets to prisoners ip jail. For one I say 
when a man Violates the law let him suffer the 
penalty. Now, before convict materia! 
was used we did not have as good service as 
now. I can show you two or three pavements 
in this town where the bricks were made by 
free labor and the pavements laid by free 
labor,and they are no account, while near 
them are pavements built of Chattahoochee 
river brick, made by convicts, which are 
good.”’ 

Mr. Angier again made a lengthy argument 
in favor of the ordinance. 

HE IS OPPOSED TO IT. 

“T cannot vote for the resolution,’ said Mr. 
Gramling, “because itis of no interest to the 
city. Weare here to act forthe city just as 
we would act for ourselves. I amas much op- 
posed to convict labor as any one.” 

“The question is one of great interest to the 
city,” said Mr. Cooper. “It is not the city 
interest always to let to the lowest bidder. 
It is repugnant to the majority of the 
people to let convicts do any work in 
competition with free labor, and the time 
is coming when it will not be permitted. I 
ain willing to put my disapproval upon it now 
andI wantto seethe councildo the same. 
This thing of bringing the convict in competi- 
tion with free labor makes suffering. The 
man who wants work to support his family 
and can’tget it because the convict has the 
work is forcedto become a ,convict himself 
often times.”

A OUESTION OF JURISDICTION. 


Has Judge Richard Clarke the Power to Try 
Felony Cases? 

A most interesting and important point of 
law was sprung in the superior court on the 
criminal side, yesterday, 

It is a question of jurisdiction, and puts in 
doubt the power of Judge Richard H. Clarke, 
of the Stone Mountain circuit, to try felony 
cases in Fulton superior court. 

When the case of the state vs. Scott Sowers, 
charged with murder, was ealled for trial yes- 
terday in the superior court, General Cartrell, 
the leading counsel for the defense, was ab- 
sent on account of sickness, and Judge 
Wright moved that the case be continued. 

Judge Clarke overruled the motion, and 
then Judge Wright stated that three very im- 
portant witnesses were absent and that it 
would not be justice to the prisoner to proceed 
with the case without the witnesses. 

“The case was continued in 1882 
same ground’” asked the judge. 

‘Yes, your honor,” was the reply. 

“Then the motion is overruled on that 
ground, The witnesses are not likely to be 
here.” 

“We can get them, I suppose.” 

“The case will not be continued becanse 
they are not here,” 

Mr. J. A. Gray, also for the defense, argued 
that Judge Richard Clarke had not the power 
to try the case, as he belonged to the Stone 
Mountain circuit, and not to Fulton county. 

He had no jurisdiction, and was not the 
proper judge totry the case. Mr. Gray ar- 
gued the point at some length, and was fol- 
lowed by Judge Wright, who took the same 
position as to jurisdiction. 

Solicitor Hill argued that Judge Richard 
Clarke had the same jurisdiction and power to 
try felony cases as Judge Marshall Clarke, and 
that no law showed to the contrary. He 
claimed that this effort on the part of the de- 
fense was simply to have the case continued. 

Judge Clarke adjourned_the court, and will 
decide this morning as to the point raised. 
He and Judge Marshal! Clarke were together 
for a long while in the afternoon yesterday. 

“Tf it should be decided that Judge Richard 
Clarke has no jurisdiction,’ said a leading 
lawyer, ‘there will be some lively times, for 
all who have been convicted will be given now 
trials, and those who have been acquitted wil) 
be arrested and carried before the court 
again,”

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A TEMYPORARY INJUNCTION. 


Comptroller-General Wright Enjoined in His 
Tussle With the Sleeping Car Company. 


Yesterday a bill of injunction was filed 
against Comptroller-General Wright. Tae 
comptroller-general is a very wide-awake 
official, and it is a cold day when he gets left. 
Sometime ago Mr.Wright issued a fi fa against 
the Pullam Palace car company 
collect taxes due on the 
receipts of the company. The 
comptroller at that time only knew that the 
company received money from passengers and 
his ¢ffort at coliecting was aimed at that 
source of revenue only, The end of the liti- 
gation was that the company paid up the 
taxes so farasthe receipts from passengers 
was concerned. It developed on the trial. 
however, that the company received in addi- 
tion to the money paid by passengers the sum 
of three cents per mile from the railroads 
hauling sleeping cars. That, however, it was 
alleged, was paid by the roads in lien of ra- 
pairing thesleeping cars and it was claimed 
that three cents per mile thus paid 
should not be subject tu tax- 
ation. Comptroller General Wright 
tock the opposite view, and recently started 
proceedings to collect the money. The tax, if 
due at all, wasdue ,for the period beginning 
in 1874 and ending ‘in 1885, and onthe best 
figures that could be obtained, the tax wa; es- 
timated at $480 per year. That made $5,570. 
to which was added the penalty of $17,285) or 
three times the tax owed. A few 
days ago fi fas were issued, and office furniture 
and Pullman sleepers sufficient to cover the 
amount were levied on. A replevy bond was 
filed and the property was released. Yester- 
day Judge Lochrane, representing the compa- 
ny, filed an injunction in the United States 
court restraining the comptroller-general from 

roceeding any further in the matter. Judge 

cCay signed a temporary restraining order, 
and set the case for a hearing on May 10th. 
At thattime the state will be representéd by 
Attorney-General Anderson, on whose advice 
the comptroller-general has been acting. 
Judge Lochrane will represent the company.

opinion in the matter of the rates charged by 
certain newspapers for advertising the circu- 
lars of the railroad commission. 

Until recently, the commission sent its cir- 
culars to the morning dailies in Atlanta, Au- 
gusta, Albany, Savannah, Macon, Rome and 
Columbus, and they were printed and charged 
for at the regular advertising rates of those 


‘papers. The papers sent their bills to the 


commission for approval. They were approved, 
returned to the papers, and then sent 
to Comptrolier General Wright, who 
ordered them paid. Some time ago, Come 

sioner L. N. Trammell sought Comptroller 
General Wrightand informed him that when 
the commission approved the bills, it in- 
tended merely to certify that the advertising 
specified in them had been faithfully done. 
This placed Comptroller General Wright 10 
the position of contracting for the 
printing of the circulars at the 
rates fixedS by the newspapers. He 
claimed that the law did not authorize him 
to do this, and refused to order any more of 
the bills paid, unless the printing was done at 
the rates fixed by the act regulating the 
matter. Accordingly, from that time 
he returned whatever bills were 
sent him, with lifs reasons for refusing to order

ter before Attorney-General Anderson, in 
order that he migat render an opinion on it. 

Attorney-General Anderson’s opinion states, 
that by the act approved September 27th, 
183, section 719 of the code was amended so 
as toread as follows: “When any schedule 
shall have been made, or revised, as afore- 
said, it shall be the duty of the said commis- 
sioners to cause publication thereof to be 
made, for one _ time, in some 
public newspapers published in the cities of 
Atlanta, Augusta, Albany, Savannah, Macon, 
Rome, or Columbus, in this state, ata rate not 
to exceed fifty cents per square of the usual 
advertising space, when less than a column is 
occupied, or more than twelve dollars per col- 
umn, when as much space as a column or more 
is occupied by inserting said schedule, or 
change of any schedule, so that said newspaper 
shall not charge for such advertising any rate 
in excess of that allowed for county legal ad- 
vertising, etc.” Further, that the commission 
is limited to the price specifled in the act, and 
that it is the duty of the commissioners to make 
the contracts with the newspapers. 

Comptroller General Wright said yesterday 
that he thought it probable that some of the 
newspapers would refuse,to print the circu- 
lars at the rates fixed by the act. In some in- 
stances, the newspapers have revised their 
old bills according to the specified rates. 

The legislature appropriated five hundred 
dollars per annum to pay the commissioner's 
advertising bills. In 1884 one hundred and 
forty-eight dollars of the appropriation was 
not consumed, and up to October Ist, 1835, 
only seventy-four and a half dollars had been 
used, leaving four hundred and twenty-five 
and a half dollars of the appropriation for that 
year.

HE IS REPORTED TOBE UNDER AR- 
REST IN TEXAS. 


Deputy Marshal Murphy to Goto Waco, Texas, After 
the Noted Cartersville Dynamiter—Some Doubt 
as to Whether itt is Tobe Jaekson of 
Not—Details of the Arrest. 


Tobe Jackson is said to be under arrest in 
Waco, Texas. 

He is such a slippery fellow that the report 
is hardly believed in this city. 

The facts of his arrest have been telegraphed 
Marshal Nelms, and Deputy Marshal Murphy 
bas been deputized to go after him. 

The readers of THE CONSTITUTION are fa- 
miliar with the story of Tobe Jackson. 

He is supposed tobe the individual who at- 
tempted to blow up the residence of United 
States Commissioner Collins in Cartersville, 
during the month of January last. 

There is pretty strong evidence against 
Jackson, and his sudden departure confirmed 


his guilt. 
Jackson was considered 
A VERY BAD MAN 

in the neighborhood, and it is charged that he 
was guilty of frequent violations of the reve- 
nue laws, and had given the city and county 
authorities of Cartersville and Bartow county 
no little trouble. It was charged that he sold 
whisky in open violation of the law, and defied 
the authorities to interfere with him in his 
business. 

When Judge Collin’s heuse was blown up 
with dynamite, suspicion at once rested on 
Tobe Jackson, andan effort was made to ar- 
rest him. The county was scoured for miles 
around by raiding parties, and gentlemen in 
this city were telegraphed to send blood- 
hounds and experienced detectives, The men 
and dogs were sent, but after four day’s fruit- 
less search the chase wa8 given up, and men 
and dogs returned to Atlanta. The town, 
county andthe whole state were thrown into 
the wildest excitement, and every effort pos- 
sible was made to catch the dynamiter. 

If he really has been arrested in Texas, it 
will be a yery great surprise to people in Car- 
tersville and here. 

Vriday last, Marshal Nelms received a tele- 
gram from the chief of police at Waco, Texas, 
asking the s 

REWARD OFFERED FOR JACKSON. 

The marshal sent a reply, and then the 
chief of police wired back to know if there 
would be any trouble in getting a requisition. 
A favorable reply was sent, and the marshal 
asked if there was any doubt about the 
party being Tebe Jackson. No _ reply 
was received to this until 
yesterday, when a telegram was received stat- 
ing that Jackson was under arrest, and asking 
that an officer be sent with a requisition. The 
necessary papers were soon procured and the 
marshal instructed Deputy Marshal Murphy 
to get ready and leave on this morning’s train. 
Mr. Murphy placed his handcuffs ina satchel 
and said : 

“If it is Tobe Jackson I will bring him 
back here ifit takesall thelog chains in 
Texas to bind him. I have no idea of letting 
him come James Findley on me.” 

“Do you think it is Tobe Jackson?” asked a 
reporter. 

“Yes,I do think itis him, but he hasn’t 
been there long. Yes, it is Jackson.” 

“Think you can handle him?’ 

‘‘As long as he is securely handcuffed I can. 
I won’t give him any chance to get 
away fromme. He isa bad citizen and I shall 
watch him close.” 

WHO DID THE WORK. 

Ever since Tobe Jackson skipped ont Dep- 
uty Marshal Ed Murphy has been tracing him 
up, either in person or by letter. He has said 
all the time that he would run him down and 
have him pulled when he least expected it 
and when he thought he was out of the 
clutches of the law. 

Mr. Murphy has been gone 
from the office fortwo wecks at atime, and 
when he returned and his friends would ask 
him where he had been, his reply would be, 
“after Tobe Jackson.” 

This would be all the information they could 
get. He kept his own counsel, and when asked 
yesterday what hand he had in tracing Jack- 
son, he refused to answer, but one of his inti- 
mate friends says that he has never lost track 
of Jackson since he first left Cartersville, and 
that it wasthrough him the authorities at 
Waco succeeded in finding and arresting him.

Dod- 
son was tried and sent to the penitentiary, 
but the mystery was never cleared up. For 
sometime past, a vague rumor has been afloat 
to the “effect thata colored man died re- 
cently, and on his death bed confessed that he 
had murdered Reid and turned over the bedy 
to Dodson for which he received $50, A re- 
porter traced the rumor to a house where Al- 
bert Clark died about the 10th of March. Lacey 
Smith, the woman who lived with Clark, stat- 
ed emphatically that she had never heard such 
a confession, although she had been with Clark 
during his entire illness.
